Washington, March 6.—An appeal 
will be taken by the labor department 
from the decision of the New York 
federal court admittirg Vera, Countess 
of Catheart, to the United States.

retary of Labor Husband. 

ederal Judge Bondy in New York 
held Friday that the charge against 
the countess was not an act of “mora! 
furpitude” in South Africa, where 
she eloped and lived with the Ea-l of 
Craven, and 
not he under the statute 
voked hy the L.bor department. 

Law of Foreign Lands. 

Followimg the line of this decision, 
which he apparently did not question, 
Husband in announcing the appeal 
said Judge Bondy's ruling makes it 
necessary in future cases of “moral 
turpitude” to judge the admissability 
of an alien “‘by the laws and standards 
of foreizn countries rather than of 
the United States.” 

Ife did not indicate the basis of 
his appeal, but it appeared that it 
will be directed toward the conten- 
tion of counsel fo~ the countess that 
her elopement with the Earl of Craven 
did not constitute “moral turpitude” 
in South Africa. The appeal is re- 
garded an effort to clarify the 
law.

however. 

Many of the mergers of 15 to 30 
years ago were attended by practices 
then and now described as piratical. 
Some of them were attended, indeed, 
were brought about by ruthless at: 
tacks on competitors. One common 
and typical practice of the early trusts 
was to undersell a small local com- 
petitor steadily until the competitor 
Was obliged either to submit and be 
bought out by the trust or else to 
give up and go under. Thereafter, 
with competition eliminated, the trust 
raised prices of the commodity to 
the public to a degree enabling the 
trust not only to recoup the losses 
involved in driving the competitor out 
of business, but also to make addi- 
tional unreasonable profits. 

The mergers now taking place, 
whether because the markets of them 
have learned the lesson of earlier days 
or for other reasons, do not attempt 
these practices. So far as opposition 
to the present era of mergers has got 
under way in congress and elsewhere, 
comparatively few charges have been 
made of practical practies. 

One aspect of these mergers is capi- 
talization, the issue of securities based 
on them. Most of the mergers are at- 
tended by enlargement of capitaliza- 
tion. Sometimes the old concerns are 
left with their existing capitalization 
intact and a new and additional set of 
securities is erected on top. In some 
conspicuous cases manufacturing con- 
cerns owned by a family have been 
bought by Wall street’s bankers: the 
bankers have doubled or greatly in- 
creased the old capitalization and have 
sold much of the stock to the publie.* 
In some cases on which adverse com- 
ment has been made bankers have sold 
the bulk of the seeurities to the pub- 
lie, but have managed to keep control 
within their own hands at small ex- 
pense by the device of taking all yot- 
ing power away from the securities 
sold to the public and concentrating 
the entire voting control of the corpor- 
ation ina comparatively small amount 
of stock kept in the hands of the bank- 
ers. 

A!l this matter of capitalization and 
securities is mainly the concern of the 
investor. The investor in America has, 
it is true, come to compose a large 
class, but this class does not compose 
the main concern of government. If a 
political issue and government action 
are to arise because of these mergers 
they will aim less at protection of the 
investor than at protection of the gen- 
eral public from excessive increases in 
price, from the stifling of competition 
and from other abuses affecting the 
broad public.

[t Isn’t a Question 
Of “Bonds” for Roads, 
But of the “System” 


(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

People who are opposed to a state 
bond ‘issue to build the state system 
overlook a very important feature in 
the present situation. The state of 
Georgia, in effect, is issuing bonds 
every week with which to build roads. 
Thé law as it stands pledges the state 
to reimburse counties for such local 
money as is used on the state system. 
The larger and wealthier counties of 
Georgia have already issued $24,000,- 
000 of bonds. The state is to reim- 
burse these counties for these bonds, 
to the extent that the funds are used 


on state roads. And a large part of 
it has been used on state roads, 


The poorer and less populous coun- 
ties of the state are unable to con- 
tribute their part of the road funds, 
and they are not financially able to 
issue bonds. Therefore the wealthier 
counties are using the state’s guaran- 
tee as a basis for their bonds and they 
are to grow and prosper and ‘eave the 
poorer counties without means by 
which to advance and participate in 
the development that is ensuing. The 
state, in the meantime is getting a 
checkerboard patch-work of roads, 
with only two or three of the state 
paved roads connected up from one 
county ‘to the other. And yet some 
people, in the face of this situation, 
demand that Georgia shall continue 
this program. The champions of the 
“poor people” are permitting the 
wealthy counties to get roads at the 
state’s eventual expense, and the

Official Methodist Organ 
Asks Repeal Barber Act 


(From The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate.) 

The controversy that has been in 
progress in Atlanta relative to cer- 
tain limitations that have been im- 
posed upon the negro barbers of the 
city contains elements that are of 
mgre than local application. Here are 
the facts. The city council of Atlan- 
ta passed a’ ordinance forbidding 
negro barbers to serve white custom- 
ers. Before it was signed by the 
mayor, so much opposition developed 
that a compromise ordinance was 
passed providing that negro barbers 
should not serve white women. or 
white children under fourteen. This 
has been signed by the mayor and 
has become the law of the city. 

There are at least three objectionable 
this law and two of them are so se- 
rious that Christian people and all 
right-minded citizeas should busy 
themselves to have it repealed. 

It is paternalistic—elearly an 
invasion of the rights of citizenship. 
If the city shall determine what 
barber shall serve certain classes of 
its citizens, why shall it not deter- 
mine what butcher shall serve certain 
classes of its people: that one class 
of its citizenship shall wear one type 
of collar and another class another 
pattern? The ravasion of private 
rights has already gone too far. This 
further affront ought to be rebuked. 
But this is the least serious objection. 

2. It is an attempt of one class of 


men to capitalize prejudice to their; 


own material advantage. It is the 
rankest kind of injustice. Every 
member of every white barbers’ union 
that had any part in advocating this 
law ought to hang his head in crim- 
son shame. A big aewsboy who should 
brow-beat a small cripple from the 
streets in order that he might have 
the whole business opportunity that 
they offered would be in the same 
class. In comparison with white peo- 
ple, the negro is a_ disadvantaged 
race. That his competitors should 
seek to drive him from the field is an 
outrageous violation of human rights. 
If white barbers cannot meet black 
competition then they ought to retire 
from the field like men and confess 
themselves beaten. To call upon a 
white government to come to their 
rescue and drive from the field those 
who in fair competition are securing 
some of that trade that they covet is 
to take an unworthy advantage. Fight 
fairly, win honestly. 
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Telling Argument 


Against Cotton Overproduction This Y ear 


Editor Conscitvit##n: The cditorial 
in your March 1 issue, “The Planting 
Season,” is timely and appropriate. 
The cotton situation is somewhat criti- 
cal and unless cotton is produced for 
15 cents or less per pound the grower 
will be the loser. In making this 
statement we are taking into consid- 
eration two tendencies—to increase the 
acreage and to control the boll wee- 
vil. If the dry season of 1925 should 
be duplicated in 1926, we will have 
a surplus cotton crop, even on the 
same acreage. 

As you have wisely said, the farmer 
“can pitch his operations on a sound 
basis or he can nurse a selfish hope 
and destroy every opportunity he may 
have for a. successful year’s work.” 
We actually have at this time a 
greater carry-over of cotton than we 
have had in several years, and while 
this seems to be a national and an 
international problem, it also is an in- 
dividual farm problem. A large cot- 
ton crop in 1926 will make every cot- 
ton grower in America a sufferer— 
a disappointed farmer. It will put 
his costs above -his income and will 

lace him decidedly on the -defensive. 

t will prolong the liquidation of his 
mortgage and will lower the price of 
southern farm lands. There are nfil- 
lions of acres of southern lands for 
sale today because of the ravages of 
the boll weevil for the past few years 

ushed up the cost to operate southern 
arms and forced .them into the hands 
of loan associations, insurance com- 
panies and mortgage and trust com- 
panies. 

A Serious Menace. 

The effect of all this has been a seri- 

ous menace to southern agriculture, 


hope and sunshine in these last two 
years, this should force us to consider 
seriously the points you raise in the 
editorial. Cotton can be raised at the 


present time for less than 15 cents 
per pound, but we must know that 
the cost per pound to raise it does 
not have any effect on the price we 
get for it. The price in 1926 will de- 
pend almost entirely on the siz of the 
crop. The holding of large quantities 
of it in our cooperative associations 
may for a time have the tendency to 
keep the price level above 15 _ cents 
eyen on a 15,000,00-bale crop But it 
must be kept in mind by grower and 
distributor alike, that the south is not 
financially able nor willing to hold a 
money crop very long at this time in 
the face of the heavy debts of the 
farmers and the financial embarrass- 
ment in banking and commercial 
circles, 

. The farmer who buys supplies and 
expects to pay for them with his 1026 
cotton crop, ought to be very sure that 
the total production in America will 
not be over 12,000,000 bales; also 
that he is sure of a margin of profit 
of at least 5 cents to 6 cents per 
pound of lint cotton. This means 
that if he gets 20 cents for cptton, 
which is not likely, he must raise it 
for 15 cents or less, which is even 
less likely under boll weevil condi- 
tions. It also means that if he gets 
15 cents for his cotton, which is not 
unlikely, with a heavy crop, he must 
produce it for 10 cents, which 1s ex- 
tremely difficult, if, indeed, it 1s pos- 
sible at all under the conditions under 
which it must be grown. 


Raise Some Supplies. 


It seems perfectly evident that the 
other alternative is to produce farm 
necessaries and keep down the running 
expenses to the very lowest terms. 
This will enable the farmer to pro- 
duce his home needs at home and 
avoid debt in every way _ possible, 
which will help to make the cotton a 
surplus crop. This is very difficult, 
if the farmer considers cotton first, 
and then looks about the plantation 
to find extra acres for his food and 
feed crops. It will be simple and 
easv if he looks first for his food and 
feed acres, and then, after these have 
been provided for, to find his surplus 
cotton acres. 

We can never get away from the 
fact that the tax gathered and the 
money lender will call on us at the 
end of the season and harvest their 
part of our earnings. It goes without 
saying that we must have something 
to sell in order to meet the claims of 
these (sometimes unwelcome) visitors. 
Therefore, it must be cotton in the 
south, or something just as easy and 
inexpensive to produce as cotton. 
Whether it be cotton or what-not, if 
the money value of such crops all goes 
for supplies, and we depen 
to rescue us from the money lenders, 
we are sure to be forced out of the 
farming game and into the grind of 
some industrial system with more risk, 
creater cost, harder sledding and less 
freedom and satisfaction. 

My impulse is to enter my plea with 
yours for a reduction of cotton acre- 
age and for an organized fight on the 
weevil, so we can bring the cost of 
raising cotton down to the lowest pos- 
sible level and then be prepared to 
face the autumn free of debt—or as 


two bales of cotton for $125 when 
they can get $125 for une, which is a 
reasonable price for cotton to sell at, 
and the price they must have to make 
a decent living.

placing an occupation tax on farm- 
ing—requiring a tax of $100 per acre 
on each and every acre in cotton over 
one-half of the acreage in cultivation, 
and requiring a return on oath to 
the tax receiver, and making it a mis- 
demeanor not to make a return. This 
would.be constitutional, and be fair 
to the one-horse farmer as well as to 
the one with 50 plows. It would force 
rotation of crops; it would build up 
the farms; it would produce as much 
cotton as is needed at a_ profitable 
price; and it would save the state 
and save the south. Is it possible 
that our people can not accomplish 
what everybody says should be done? 
Where is the brains of the country? 
And what is government for if not 
to protect the people from slavery and 
serfdom ? 

Let the southern states get to- 
gether, make a treaty among them- 
selves, and not depend on congressmen 
from other sections to do for us 
what we should do for ourselves. The 
most important thing today in the 
south is reduction of cotton acreage; 
the greatest menace to the south is 
an increase in cotton acreage. And 
it is so easy to accomplish if the 
states would only go at it and do 
it. It can be accomplished in less than 
30 days.

The proposed amendment for edu- 
cational bonds is to article VII, para- 
graph 1, of the constitution, and if 
amended would read “The bonded debt 
of the state shall never be increased 
except to repel invasion, suppress 1n- 
surrection or defénd the state in time 
of war—except that of $18,000,000 
may be issued for educational pur- 
poses.” . 

This is no fadical measure. It is 
giving the state the same right to issue 
bonds for permanent improvement 
that is enjoyed by every other state in 
the union; by every city and town 
council; by every board of county 
commissioners; by every corporation. 
The constitution restricts the issues 
within certain limitations, but no- 
where else actually -forbids issuing 
bonds. 

‘It is the usual and business way of 
providing for present and future needs. 
Atlanta is now submitting to its vot- 
ers for approval an $8,000, nd 
issue. Of course it will pass. I doubt 
if there is a member of the legislature 
that has not voted for bonds for school 
purposes in his home town. 

Now the state is asking the same 
right and privilege. The situation in 
the higher institutions has become in- 
tolerable. The university has not been 
given a new dormitory since the time 
of Governor Allen D. Candler. Only 
three academic Luildings have been 
given since the civil war. 

There are fifteen colleges in Geor- 
gia. Thy reported to me 2,300 fresh- 
men last year and all but one claimed 
capacity enrollment. Emory is now 
asking for $10,000,000 to enlarge her 
splendid plant, on which $5,000.000 
has been spent. Other private and de- 
nominational colleges are striving to 
enlarge to help meet the demand from 
the high schools, and we _ sincerely 
hope that all will succeed. Georgia 
needs them. 

There will be over 9,000 high-school 
gradutes this spring. There will be 
12,000 before the buildings can be 
erected if the people approve the bond 
issue, The university has 300 beds, 
Milledgeville 1,000, the Normal 500; 
Tech not enough to take care of its 
freshmen. 

If all of the colleges can take care 
of less than one-third of the high- 
school graduates las: year, what a sit- 
uation confrints three-fourths of the 
graduates in 1928 and 1929 if the 
bond issue is not approved! 

What the trustees are asking for is 
that the general assembly will give 
the people a chance to provide a place 
for Georgia boys and girls who want 
educational opportunnities beyond the 
high-school schools. Is it not a rea- 


sonable request? Shall the Georgia of — 
1926 refuse to grant what the Georgia ~ 
of 1785 proposed and granted? Shall 
the representatives of the state ys 
say to the 9,000 graduates, “We will | 
take care of 2,000, and the rest of you — 
can go without or to other states?” — 
Suppose we submit this proposition 
for the people to settle?

There is an unsShaken under- 
current of belief that the rails must 
have a move, that they will pay high- 
er dividends as a result of revaluation, 
and better rates, and buying of them 
is steady and persistent on all declines. 
It seems to be the expressed intention 
of the government to go thoroughly 
into the matter of revaluation and 
readjustment of rates, and a scheme

New Orleans, March 6.—Cotton was easy 
at the start today on poor cables, but 
firmed up later on covering brought on 
by the outlook for bad weather and closed 
4 to 6 points net higher. The map and 
private reports showed general and heavy 
rain oter most of the central and western 
belt and the forecast indicates rains wilil 
work into the eastern states over Sunday. 
A cold wave is predicted to follow the rain, 
which may, bring freezing temperatures low 
down in the belt. The government’s pre- 
diction of the largest carryover of both 
American and foreign cotton since 1921 has 
left a bad impression on the trade and only 
fear of rain in the eastern states is re- 
straining selling.

New York, March 6.—Prices were lower 
this morning, based on weaker Liverpoo! 
cables and rumors that an increase in short- 
time might oecur before Easter in the 
American section of the Lancashire yarn 
mills.

The Day in Finance 


Wall Street Expert Says Re- 
cent Market Reaction Was 
Just Another Minor Bear 
Movement Such as Was Ex- 
perienced Last November 
When Speculation Became 
Top-Heavy. 


New York, March 6.—Last Novem- 
ber when the Boston and other Fed- 
eral Reserve banks unexpectedly in- 
creased their rediscount rate, declines 
of from 20 to 50 points or more oc- 
curred in motor shares, which caused 
losses of 20 points or less in many 
other stocks throughout the list. A 
year ago this month after a new high 
record for all time was made in the 
average price of representative 
stocks there was violent liquidation in 
the stock market which carried the 
average before the close of the month 
down over 10 points. In the decline 
which has just occurred in the stock 
market, losses of from 10 to 60 points 
from the 1926 high were common. 
From well-informed Wall _ street’s 
viewpoint the liquidation in the stock 
market started a fortnight ago, has 
been the most drastic experienced 
since the deflation markets of 1919- 
1920 following the post-war boom. 

One of the features of the existing 
situation is that unsettlement is not 
confined to the stock market. While 
stock market prices were crumbling, 
meetings were being held here of coal 


dealers discouraged over the prospects 
of disposing of their very large sup- 
plies of soft coal, coke and other sub- 
stitutes for anthracite now beginning 
to arrive in normal supply. And 
while the holders of soft coal and coke 
were trying to find a way out of their 
troubles, additional evidence was 
forthcoming to show that the real 
estate boom in Florida had reached a 
point closely resembling that of the 
stock market a fortnight ago. 


stock market, in the coal market, in 
the Florida real estate market, is all 
part of the same story, elimination 
of over-exteneded speculative accounts. 
To this extent there is a resemblance 
between what has just been going 
on in the stock market and what oc- 
curred in 1920. However, as far as 
the general financial and industrial 
situation and outlook is concerned 
there are no indications that a period 
of widespread deflation is ahead. 
Reckless Speculation. 

When the stock market began to 
collapse in the spring of 1920 the 
country was emerging from four years 
of the world war followed by two 
vears of wild reckless speculation in 
securities and in genetal trade, At 
that time industrial companies were 
short of cash and long of high-priced 
inventories. At a 7 total re- 
discounts of the federal reserve 8ys- 
tem mounted up to $3,127,000,000, 
with the reserve ratio down to 41 per 
cent. Time money, for 60 and 90 
days, when it could be had, brought 
S 3-4 per cent. 

She’ the past year there has been 
less speculation in general trade than 
at any time since long before the war. 
Industrial companies are now long of 
money and — of invents P a 

tanding rediscounts of the fe 
cosas i are only $500,000,000, 
against more than $3,000,000,000 six 
years ago. ‘The reserve ratio is now 
well above 70 per cent compared to 
the 41 in 1920, Sixty and 90-day 
money can now be had without any 
difficulty at 43-4 to 41-2 per cent. 

Because of the large amount of 
unemployed funds, reckless specula- 
tion has been witnessed during the 
past year in the stock market, in real 
estate and in some markets such as 
coal. But in each case, corrective in- 
fluences have worked before the sound- 
ness of the general financial and in- 
dustrial situation has been disturbed. 

Money Plentiful. 

In looking back now it is not sur- 
prising that wild speculation broke 
out in the stock market last autumn. 
Money was plentiful and interest 
rates low. Crops were good with 
prices high. General trade was recov- 
ering and there was more peace and 
quiet in the political situation and 
outlook than had been enjoyed in 
vears. One industrial company after 
another cut some sort of “melon for 
its shareholders. The outlook was for 
lower taxes and continued good gen- 

ade. “ 
—S stock market conditions as 
existed in the autumn of 1920 only 
happen once in a great while. Con- 
gress is now in session and there is 
to be a countrywide election of — 
gressmen and senators this November.

PEPPY SPHERE 
SPELLS END OF 
BUNTING GAME 


BY IRVING VAUGHAN. 

As long as baseball is played the 
eternal question will be: “What'll 
it be, hit or bunt?’ 

Never a game is played that this 
same question doesn’t come up from 
to a half dozen times and the 
is guided 
by the conditions prevailing at the 
particular moment, by his own the- 
ories as to which is the more reliable 
play and by the abilities of the batter 
who must execute the order. 

It might be well to explain right 
here that by bunting is meant the 
sacrifice, while hitting involves the 
hit and run in which the base runner 
starts with the pitch and trusts to the 
batter to hit the ball. They don't 
alwavs do it. 

One Run Meant Something. 

The bunting style of attack was de- 
cidedly popular until some bright 
mind conceived the idea of making 
the baseballs lively. Up to that time 
a one-run lead meant something and 
n manager whose pitchers were any- 
where near to being reliable could 
afford to take a chance on getting 
and protecting that single tally’ The 
jack rabbit baseballs changed all 
thaf. : 
Probably the best one-run team ever 
developed was the White Sox organi- 
gation that Fielder Jones managed 
into a pennant and a world’s title in 
1906. Jones had only light hitters, 
but he had pitchers who could win 
with angthing bordering on respecta- 
ble support. - Under such conditions 
the pale-hose team of that day al- 
ways played for that lone run and 
sometimes got it without much more 
help than a pass and a couple of 
bunts. The gents who dubbed them 
“hitless wonders” knew whereof he 


spoke. 
Pays Higher Dividends. 

The hit and run is by far the bet- 
ter play because it pays higher divi- 
dends—when it works. The trouble is 
that few batters ure what are known 
as hit-and-run men. ‘That is, not 
many athletes are able to hit the ball 
when the play is put on and the base- 
runner is on his way.

RAY’S CAREER 
AS AMATEUR 


New York, March 6.—(4)—The 
passing of Joie Ray from the ranks of 
amateur track and field sports removes 
one of the most colorful as well as 
one of the most brilliant figures this 


branch of sports has had in the last 
deeade. 

From 1915, when the barrel-chested, 
sturdy-limbed Chicagoan won his first 
national mile running championship, 
until he was eclipsed by the sensa- 
tional rise of Paavo Nurmi to new 
distance running heights in 1925, Ray 
was pretty much the king of the roost 
at his specialty. 

For ten years little Joie, character- 
istically bombastic yet unusually pop- 
ular with the fans, was the best of 
Uncle Sam's milers. He won the na- 
tional title eight times in the period 
from 1915 to 1923 on outdoor tracks, 
and invariably killed off all opposi- 
tion at indoor running. Ray ac- 
knowledged few indoor rivals until

Tt was a tribute to Ray’s remark- 
able athletic ability that o*ter years 
of keen competition he rose vs great- 
er heights to take the measure of 
Nurmi. Joie was defeated time after 
time by the Phantom Finn. 
American was out-classed but he nev- 
ertheless stuck to his guns and wound 
up his campaign by equalling Nurmi’s 
mile record of 4:12. ‘This was the 
fastest mile Joie ever turned in and 
it was the disappointment of his ca- 
reer that it came on the night of 
Nurmi’'s famous “veal pie” collapse in 
Madison Square garden.

A first-hand and expert comment on 
the attitude held towards Helen Wills, 
the American singles tennis champion, 
by European sport followers is con- 
tained in a letter received in Atlanta 


by Mrs. Hal Davidson from her un- 
cle, P. Sergeyitch, who witnessed the 
meeting of Miss Wills and Suzanne 
Lenglen, the European title-holder. 
Great praise for the personal charm of 
the California girl, as well as for her 
remarkable tennis, is contained in the 
letter, which follows: 

“You have sent us a charming girl. 
I saw this afternoon her first meeting 
with Europe’s tennis champion, Mlle. 
Suzanne Lenglen, Not yet in singles, 
however. 

“It was on the new courts of the 
Nice Lawn Tennis club. Miss Wills 
played with the Swiss champion, 
Aeschliman against Mile. Lenglen and 
the Italian De Morpurgo. The latter 
were victorious by 6-1, 6-2. Yet was 
it a great day for the American cham- 
pion.

This may not be quite 
fair to the girl, for after all, it is not 
her fault that she can beat any other 
lady player on the courts. But, this 
being so manifestly the fact, why 
should she not show some ‘camara- 
derie’ in sport? Why not encourage 
other players by allowing them to win 
a game from time to time? 

“Anyway, Mile. Lenglen has more 
admirers than warm friends, despite 
her marvelous achievements. And not 
a few people on the coast looked for- 
ward to Miss Helen Wills’ appearance 
here with a secret hope of a defeat to 
Suzanne. 

“The fight was a glorious one. Mile. 
Lenglen is not an unusually prepos- 
sessing girl. Her legs are _ lyrical 
poems, as an English journalist has 
said one day, but she is somewhat 
too lean in her back and her shoulders 
are a shade too high, which spoils her 
otherwise excellent figure. But the 
moment the first ball goes over the 
net, she is transfigured.

LIFE AND LETTERS OF THOMAS 
JEFFERSON. 

This handsome volume, by Francis 
Hirst, a well-known English writer on 
economics and politics, is but one of 
many that have been written on the 
life of Thomas Jefferson, though it is 
stated that there are included in this 


biography many letters and new ma- 
terial which have never been used 
before. 

The author, by the way, is the first 
Englishman to write a biography of 
Jefferson. He has devoted special at- 
tention to “the man of peace, the foe 
of foreign entanglements and the ene- 
my of public extravagance.” 


It was in a farm Louse near Mon- 
ticello, and more than 183 years ago, 
that Thomas Jefferson first saw the 
light, and it has been 100 years this 
year, 1926, since Jefferson’s death at 
Monticello. But his life is as familiar 
to the men and women of the world 
today as it was in the days when he 
was among the founders of the great 
republic, and the statesman who wrote 
the Declaration of Independence and 
added Louisiana to the union. The 
writer makes the following statement 
in a most interesting paragraph: 

“It were unprofitable- and ungra- 
cious to weigh Jefferson’s services to 
mankind against those of Washington. 
Nor can their characters and talent 
be compared, though each owes his 
renown in a large measure to a happy 
union of patience, perseverance and 
fortitude, Jefferson is the most in- 
teresting of all American statesmen, 
hecause he combined with a marvelous 
insight into the springs of human na- 
{ure and into the motives that sway 
individuals or masses, an extensive 
knowledge of political science and 
history.” 


The table of contents shows the work 
is divided into seven books. Book 1 
tells the story of Jefferson’s boyhood 
to 1776—the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, The other books are “Reformer 
and Governor of Virginia: “Ameri- 
can Minister to France; “Office Under 
President Washington;” “President of 
the United States,” with the closing 
book, entitled “Last Years at Monti- 
cello,” the chapter being “The Cur- 
tain Falls.”

Mrs. E. W. Brogdon Describes 
Raising of Methodist Fund

W. Brogdon, the’ treasurer of the 
Woman's Missionary society of the 


North Georgia Conference, insists that 
the money sent in by the -Jethodist 
missionary women of north Georgia is 
different from any other money and 
that it has a magic of its own by 
which every one who mes in contact 
with it is interested and helped. 


Mrs. Brogdon handled $71,325 for 
1925 and her total report for the year, 
including supplic.:, local work and 
city mission money, was $155,504.25. 
She sent to the council ‘-easurer at 
Nashville, Tenn., $66,558.68, which 
was the largest amount sent from any 
conference in Southern Methodism. 
This amount includes over $8.0 ) for 
the Bennett Memorial building now 
heing erected at Scarritt college at 
Nashville. 

“Certainly there is no other money 
like it,” says Mrs. Brogdon. “The 
money comes mostly in checks, vary- 
ing from 15 cents to $1,500, and the 
15 cents is often divided into five 
different items, but the 15 cents is 
just as important and receives the 
same careful attention as the $1,500. 

“The money comes from all over the 
state, from the l.rge city churches like 
Druid Hills, St. Mar: and First 
church, Atlanta; from other cities, 
such as Augusta, Athens, Newnan, 
Rome, Gainesville; from large towns

Results Obtained. 


The maternity and infancy or Shep- 
ard-Towner act has now been in 
orce for almost five years. ‘The re- 

sults obtained in consideration of the 
short period covered, are beyond the 
most optimistic expectations of the 
organized women who struggled so 
hard to secure this legislation. This 
act .was passed to cover a fise year 
period, which expires in 1927, in 
which to demonstrate the value of 
such jegislation. This legislation has 
heen fully justified by the results 
obtained in the 45 states where it 
was accepted. It is necessary, writes 
Miss Mary Murphy, chairman of 
child welfare of the General Federa- 
tien of Women’s Clubs, that the bill 
be reenacted at the present session 
of congress and the same united effort 
of the erganized women which secured 
ite Original enactment is now impera- 
tive to secure, by congress, its con- 
‘tinuation for another five years. 
President Coolidge, quoting from Miss 
Murphy, has expressed his approval 
of the extension of the measure and 
it has already had a hearing before 
a committee. Mrs. Sherman, presi- 
dent of the general federation, has also 
Aeartily indorsed this measure. This 
Jetter will be placed in the hands of 
the district chairmen of child wel- 
fare and the individual members are 
urged to write their congressmen and 
urge them to vote for a continuation 
of the Sheppard-Towner act. Miss 
‘Murphy has compiled results from this 
act in the different states, and Geor- 
gia shows splendid results. 

Georgia, since 1922, has been carry- 
ing on a splendid program of work 
under the Sheppard-Towner act. Fol- 
lowing is a brief summary of these 
activities. The act has been adminis- 
tered by the division of child hygiene 
of the state board of education, one 
doctor. 17 nurses (three colored), and 
one laboratory worker, in addition to 
clerical help. A variety of projects has

D’ermanent child health centers have 
heen established in five communi- 
ties. Permanent prenatal clinics have 
| been established in six communities. 
| Educational work has been carried 
on continuously through mothers’ 
| Classes, public talks by members of 
staff, distribution of literature, lit- 
tle mothers’ classes, nutrition work 
in which county home demonstration 
| agents have cooperated, and especially 
| through midwife classses. This work 
has been pushed as rapidly as possible, 
because it was so badly needed. 
Classes are held in courthouses over 
the state and in large counties sev- 
eral classes are held. The director es- 
timates that with the present staff of 
1y nurses holding these ‘classes, it 
will take several years to complete the 
state. They are also supposed to re- 
examine midwives each year. 


Infant mortality rates within the 
state are declining as a result of the 
maternity and infancy program. Since 
it is estimated that only about 80 per 
cent of the births are yet being reg- 
istered, while fully 90 per cent of 
deaths are registered, it is quite im- 
possible to compute the infant mor- 
tality rate. The benefits derived from 
such a program as the one outlined 
above are far reaching and conelu- 
sive, and it is- only since the enact- 
ment of the Sheppard-Towner act that 
it has been possible to put into effect 
this much needed educational program. 

While it is not possible to do jus- 
tice to this fine program in such a 
brief outline, it is evident that Geor- 
gia has reason to be very proud of 
her Sheppard-Tewner  accomplish- 
ments, and it is hoped that every man 
and woman will do his or her full 
share in securing a continuation of 
the Sheppard-Towner appropriation by 
the congress now in session,

eral times, numberless black eyes, a 
thumb badly scored in a buggy axle, 
his foot burned severely by the ex- 
haust pipe from a motorcycle under 
which he was pinned, and his arm 
badly cut by wires in a fall. 

This all in the years since 1918 
when Talmadge first came to Holly- 
wood and began doubling for famots 
stars including Larry Semon, in the 
dangerous stunts of their film script.

$2.50.

A Presbyterian Preacher Who Was 
“Put Out.” 


FNHE memory of the late Rev. J. 
H. Martin, a Presbyterian min- 
ister of Tennessee, is held precious 


by his family and friends. No inci- 
dent in his career is more prized by 
them than the fact that he was so 
loyal to the Confederacy in the Stir- 
ring days of the sixties that he was 
actually deported by the United 
States government from Tennessee 
after the union forces gained posses- 
sion of that state—a most unusual ex- 
perience for a minister of the gospel. 

Hugh Coffin Martin, a prominent 
citizen of Columbus, son of the Rev- 
J’ H. Martin, has a copy of the letter 
in which his father was notified that 
he was undesirable and had to move 
on down south, and values this paper 
highly. The letter is interesting as 
giving a sidelight on wartime condi- 
tions. It follows: 


“Office Prov. Marshal Gen’l. 
of E. Tennessee, 
Knoxville, Tenn., Jan’y. 27, 1864. 

“Rev. J. H. Martin—Sir:— 


“On account of your persistent 
disloyalty to the government of the 
United States it has been decided to 
send you and your family south with- 
in the rebel lines. You are hereby 
notified to be at the railroad depot in 
time for the morning train to London 
on Saturday next with all your fam- 
ity, prepared to leave permanently. 
As baggage you will be permitted to 
take your wearing apparel and the 
necessary blankets. You can also 
take three or four days’ provisions. 

“By command of 


“BRIG. GEN. CARTER, 
“Provost Marshal Gen’l. of East 
Tennessee. 
“J. S. VREELAND. 
#Lieut. & A. D. C.”

The day after receiving this letter 
Rev. Mr. Martin wrote to a relative, 
giving a copy of the letter just quoted, 
and much interesting information in 
this connection. His letter follows: 

“I was not taken by surprise, al- 
though the order came without my 
apprehending or knowing the time. 


I went to General Carter and asked 
him if he could extend the time for 
leaving, say a month or so. He re- 
fused. 


“! then asked if I could be permit- 
ted to visit Sister Margaret. I mani- 
fested a good deal of emotion in mak- 
ing this request, as my feelings over- 
powered me. He said he would give 
me a permit to go with my family 
from London and return to London 
the last of next week. 


“I have asked Mr. Carson about 
getting to your house and he prompt- 
ly declared that, in conjunction with 
yourself, he would see that | got there. 
1 asked him if you still had the car- 
riage. He said, yes—but no horses. 
These, I suppose, he will procure. My 
plan will be to leave the bulk of our 
baggage at London until our return. 
Mr. Carson will consult and arrange 
matters with you. He has shown a 
very kind spirit. He thinks he can 
reach your house Saturday night, 
which I would hope to do. If desir- 
able, I could preach on Sunday. 


“The others. to be sent away on 
Saturday, or who have been notified 
to go, are Rev. Mr. Harrison, Lilburn 
Ragan and family, Mrs. Wilson and 
oy bey Mrs. Hamilton, Dr. Good-

“I am not depressed by the affair, 
however serious the breaking up of 
my relations to Knoxville and east 
Tennessee. I regard it as a providen- 
tial settlement of the questoin as to 
what I should do. 

“Mr. Charles McClung, who mar- 
ried Mr. David Deaderick’s daughter, 
also goes. 

“I received your letter by Neptune. 
Reese has gone to Kentucky with his 


sisters, having taken the oath. Love 
to all.

Re. J. H. MARTIN, invited to 
move from Tennessee by the fed- 
eral army authorities, came to Geor- 
gia and became very prominent in this 
state. Heelived in Atlanta for many 
vears and for fourteen years was pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian church 


of this city. He was brilliantly gifted 
in an intellectual way, and was tal- 
ented as a writer of sacred songs, and 
many songs by Joseph Martin are in 
use today. He passed away about 20 
years ago. 

One of Rev. J. H. Martin’s sons, 
William C. Martin, is now a resident 
of Atlanta. Another son was the 
late Samuel Martin, of Atlanta, of 
wide note as a cotton expert. Three 
of his daughters, now deceased— 
Mrs. George W. Parrott, Miss Julia 
Martin and Miss Fannie Martin— 
lived in Atlanta. 

The Rev. Mr. Martin was a first 
cousin of Samuel Inman and Hugh 
Inman, two of the most valuable con- 
tributions made by East Tennessee to 
Atlanta. He was a second cousin of 
Mrs. John Grant, Mrs. Hugh Richard- 
son and other prominent persons in 
Atlanta.

When Sherman’s Soldiers Came. 


LADY at Barnesville, Ga., writes 

to this department of The Con- 
stitufion describing an interesting in- 
cident of the latter days of the war, 
showing that amid all the destruction 
and horrors of war when General 
Sherman’s army marched through 
Georgia there were experiences which 
had their bright side.

“The colonel artd his officers were 
so amazed at the kind voice and cour- 
teous manner that they looked at each 
cther, and could not speak until she 
addressed them the second time; and, 
then, gaining their poise, they replied: 
‘Good morning, lady.’ 

‘“‘Mrs. W. said: ‘I see that you are 
officers and soldiers and everything 


is now in your power, but I kindly 
ask you to be as lenient as possible 
and not destroy that which can Go 
you no good.’ 

“The officer replied: ‘Lady, why 
do you ask a favor of Sherman’s offi- 


cers? We were sent out to destroy 
everything and leave devastation 
everywhere. You are a slave owner, 


and we came to destroy that thought 
and purpose.’ 

“Mrs. W. replied: ‘Gentlemen, you 
and | have different viewpoints on 
the’ slavery question but my husband’s 
‘record and mine show that we have 
always been kind and humane to our 
Slaves, and they will tell you so.’ 


“Lady, we wish something to eat 
and will pay you well for it,’ said the 
colonel. 

‘“ “All right, gentlemen,’ she replied, 
‘1 will call Mary Ann, the cook, and 
give order for your dinner and will 
soon have it ready for you.’ 


“The table was set and the men sat 
with their guns across their laps and 
partook of the abundant food, so well 
and so quickly prepared. 

“The soldiers went through the 
house and took such things as ‘they 
wanted and visited the wheat house, 
corn crib and smokehouse, taking a 
generous supply. The colonel said: 

‘“‘Lady, your kindness and: gen- 

erosity has caused me to change my 
mind, and if the kind spirit which you 
have shown today were in everybody 
there would be no need of war. Il 
shall protect you) and yours just as 
far as possible.7~

order: ‘Let nothing be destroyed, tor 
“this lady has been so kind to us.’ 

“Mrs. W. thanked him graciously 
and gave thanks to our Heavenly 
Father tor deliverance, for during that 
very day fires could be seen in the 
neighborhood, destroying residences, 
corn cribs and ginhouses, and the way 
soldiers were treated had much to do 
with it. 

“After all, kindness and politeness 
are very efficient weapons, and Mrs. 
W. exemplified their full meaning in 
her victorious and beautiful life, espe- 
cially on this memorable occasion.”

Answer Charges Made 
Against Them by 

Girl Classmates. 

FEW Sundays ago we open- 
ed this column to a discus- 


sion between young men and 
women on the subject of be- 


havior. At the time we 
printed several letters from 
girls directing criticism against the 
male who kisses and runs away to 


meet another kind of girl to marry, 
in the meantime leaving the nice girls 
to wait until the men make up their 
minds to marry. The letters were 
from college girls, and’ their broad- 
sides were aimed at the college youths, 
who, in their opinion, are the worst 
offenders when it comes to asking 
kissing privileges and conducting 
themselves generally in a way not 
pleasing to decent, self-respecting 
young womanhood. 

Because we think, from confidences 
made us, that there is a good deal of 
misunderstanding on both sides about 
popularity and kissmg and necking, 
we thought we had better give both 
sides an opportunity to have it out. 
We hear from boys they are afraid 
of being thought slow if they do not 
make advances to the girl. And we 
hear from girls that unless they are 
willing to submit to distasteful famil- 
iarities their popularity wanes. 

From a middle western university 
comes H. C. to testify in the case of 
the Modern Boy vs. the Modern Girl: 

“I have just finished reading the 
columns bearing the heading, “Youth 
Faces Itself,’’ and I cannot rest until 
| have written you what has been in 


‘my mind for some time. For the past 


five years I have lived with and among 
students of the rising generation, and 
my work during the last year and a 
half has brought me in touch with 
young people in every division of uni- 
versity life. 

“Out of the dozens of girls I have 
known ohly two or three were real 
companions. Nearly all of them 
wanted money and a good time. I 
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have known dozens of honest, up- 
right, hard working boys, who were 
working their way through school, and 
who longed for a companion of the 
opposite sex, one who would take the 
place of a sister; one who would listen 
to their trials and troubles and in turn 
tell them their own tribulations. 1 do 
not exaggerate when I say I could 
name 15 or 20 such fellows, off hand, 
at fhe present time, whom I know per- 
sonally.

bad ‘so_ uninteresting?’ 

‘At the present time it is rather a 
matter of course that any boy who 
goes to see a girl will take her out 
some place where he can spend 
money. Most girls take this for grant- 


ed and some even hint to bim where 


he can relieve himself of the most 
money. Many boys have fallen so 
into the habit of spending in this man- 


ner to show thcir affection that they 
feel guilty if they spend an entire eve- 
ning in the company of a girl- with- 
out any cost to themselves.

| William A. Tilghman, “the | 
man who drove the outlaws 
from Oklahoma,” was killed 
November 1, 1924, at Crom- 
well, Okla. Thus ended a career 
as a peace officer, that lasted 51 
years. Born at Fort Dodge, 
lowa, in 1854, he went to Kan- 
sas a t16 to hunt bullafoes and 
fight Indians. He was a govern- 
ment scout in the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe wars of 1874 and

paign two years later. 

He became marshal of Dodge 
City, Kan., in its wildest days 
and occupied a similar position 
at Perry, Okla., where he came : 
at the opening in 1889. He be- : 
came a deputy U. S. marshal 
and was one of the “three 
guardsmen,’’ who cleaned up the 
territory. He was named chief 
of police of Oklahoma City in 
1911 and then retired, only to 
go to clean up Cromwell in 
1924, at the age of 70. 


He captured Wild Bill Doolin, 
the outlaw, broke up the Dalton 
band and had been instrumental 
in driving the Al Jénnings gang 
to cover. Tilghman was the 
most famous—and the last sur- 
vivor—of the old-time gun-

It was openly charg- 
ed on the streets of the village that 
the slayer had been in league with the 
underworld, and that he had wanton- 
ly removed the only barrier in his 
wav. There were tales of threats he 
bad made against the old man, and 
other that Tilghman -had 
Sworn to get Lynn.

Lynn issued a statement, explain- 
ing his side of the affair. He said 
When the car. drove up to the dance 
hall that he and Rose got out and he 
took his gun from his pocket to see 
if the safety catch was on. He said 
the gun was accidentally ,discharged, 
and that he then started into the hall. 

At that time, he declared, Tilgh- 
man rushed up and ordered him to 
hands. The marshal 
took away his gun, he said, then seiz- 
ed him by the throat and shot at him. 
After that he said he pulled his other 
pistol and fired three shots. 
got back into his car and drove to 
Holdenville, where he surrendered to 
Ui. S. Commissioner Park Crutcher. 


Fear Mob. 

An etfort was made to remove him 
to the jail at Seminole, on account 
of tear of mob violence, but the fed- 
eial vovernment interfered—and so 
took the first step in the strange, un- 
explainable legal battle which the 
state and the United States authori- 
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ties were to wage for the right to try 


Wiley Lynn. U. S. Attorney Frank 
Lee, at Muskogee, ordered a federal 
probe and the prisoner remained in 
the custody of the government. 


Next day Prohibition Director M. 
F. Meadows, of Oklahoma City, an- 
nounced that the accused man had a 
good, clean record and his friends at 
Madill, his home town, first indicated 
that the government might stand by 
its agent. 


At the same time Lynn declared he 
had been trying to raid the dance hall 
for liquor, when Tilghman interfered. 
He explained that he was bringing 
Rose along as a foil, to search the 
women there for dope and whisky. He 
two were 
friends of hers, whom they had picked 
up at Okemah, on their way to Crom- 
well. 


Meanwhile feeling was mounting 
higher. The entire state was almost 
a unit in demanding the punishment 
of Tilghman’s slayer. And this feel- 
ing rose to almost uncontrollable 
heights, when two days after the 
funeral, Crutcher released Lynn on 
$10,000 bond after a brief hearing 
at Noldenville. The case was refer- 
red to the federal grand jury at Mus- 
kogee for trial during the first week 
in December. 


And, at this hearing, the beautiful 
Rose took the stand and blamed 
Tilghman alone for the shooting, veri- 
fying Lynn’s story all the way 
through. But her testimony was dis- 
puted by that of W. E. Siermans, sec- 
retary of the Cromwell chamber of 
commerce, who declared that he was 
within three feet of both men at the 
time of the shooting. 


Disputes Story. 

Siermans testified that no word 
was spoken by either man, that Lypn 
was flourishing a gun and that Ti&*h- 
man quietly had taken it away from 
him. Then, he said, Lynn suddenly 
pulled another pistol and fired, Tilgh- 
man falling at his feet. 


The release of Lynn on bond elec- 
trified the state. The friends of the 
Slain man were white hot and _ the 
State of Oklahoma immediately be- 
gan a battle to place Wiley behind 
the bars again. Three days after his 
release Attorney General Short and 
the Seminole county attorney both 
filed a charge of murder against him 
and instructed Deputy Sheriff Bud 
Gordon to take him into the custody 
of the state. 

It was the declaration of war be- 
tween the state and federal govern- 
ment for the privilege of trying Lynn. 

The same day that the warrant was 
issued Federal Judge E. F. Kenna- 
mer, at Wewoka, issued an injunction 
to prevent the arrest of Lynn by the 
state. It was an order addressed to 
Sheriff J. A. Doyle and forbade the 
serving of the warrant issued to Gor- 
don. ‘This action caused the wildest 
amazement and friends of Tilghman 
were not slow to point out that Judge 
Kennamers and Lynn were good 
friends. The state at once prepared 
to appeal against the injunction. 

Lynn Jeft for Chickasha, Okla., 
and the authorities announced that 
they feared mob violence if he should 
ever be returned to Wewoka for trial. 


The legal juggling went on. Judge 
Kennamer dissolved the injunction 
forbidding the serving of the state 


warrant on November 12, two days 
later. Sheriff Matt Sanky, of Grady 
county, promptly seized Lynn at 
Chickasha, and hissattorneys immedi- 


« ately filed an application for a writ 


of habeas corpus. That ended the 
hopes of a quick trial by the state. 


Released on Bond. 

Judge Kennamer disqualified him- 
self to pass on the writ, but Lynn was 
released again on a $10,000 bond, 
while the hearing on the habeas cor- 
pus act was set for January 7 before 
a federal judge. Lynn remained at 
liberty, while the state officials chew- 
ed their nails and waited for action. 


Tilghman’s friends insisted that the 
delays and postponements were being 
engineered to permit the scattering of 
witnesses, and the entire state remain- 
ed in an uproar. 


The case came up again on Janu- 
ary 8, when Federal Judge Arba S. 
Van Vaulkenburgh, of Kansas City, 
denied the writ of habeas corpus, but 
gave Lynn thirty days more to appeal 
from his decision. He _ instructed 
Sheriff J. A. Doyle, of Seminole 
county, not to rearrest him until the 
expiration of that period. 


Lynn returned to Holdenville, 
where he became ill with pneumonia. 
Doyle did not arrest him, due to his 
illness, but kept in touch with the 
patient and on February 28, Lynn 
surrendered to him at Wewoka. He 


Bill Tilghman, the murdered 
peace officer. 


was promptly arraigned and just as 
promptly released again in $10,000 
bail once more. | The case was placed 
next on the Seminole county docket, 
however. 

Meanwhile, reporters got in touch 
with Sergeant Thompson, the soldier 
who had been on the party, and he 
declared that Lynn had bought whis- 
ky from a roadlegger. He said that 
the dry agent drank none himself, but 
that the other three sampled it freely 
and that Mrs. Caton was dead drunk 
when they arrived in Cromwell. He 
declared that Lynn, on leaving the 
car had shouted: ‘‘Hurrah for Judge 
Crump, the gy 
(Judge Crump being the leader of the 
reform movement there, and the man 
who had invited Tilghman to come 
and clean up the town.) 


Lynn’s arraignment occurred at 
Wewoka, on May 11, before the same 
Judge Crump, and he pleaded ‘Not 


Guilty.” His trial was set for May 


21 and he was again released in $10,- 
GOO bail. The state had won its long 
fight to bring Lynn to trial and the 
hearing opened on the date set with 
Judge Frank Matthews, of Altus, on 
the bench. The widow of the slain 
man was in the courtroom and watch- 


ed the selection of the jurors, which 
was completed the next day. 


Trial Sensation. 


Friends of both Tilghman and Lynn 
crowded the courtroom in Wewoka 
and the papers of the entire south- 
west were covering the case. S. P. 
Freeling, former attorney-general of 
the state, was assisting the prosecu- 
tion, conducted by District Attorney 
W. S. Billingsley, of Seminole county. 
Lynn had a whole battery of defense 
counsel. 


The second day of the trial pro- 
duced a new and astounding sensa- 
tion. Judge Matthews suddenly or- 
dered the defendant and his 17-year- 
old son searched for concealed 
weapons. The boy had nothing. Then 
the bailiff approached Lynn. 

Dramatically the prisoner at the 
bar suddenly produced a silver-plated 
automatic pistol, fully loaded, which 
he slammed down on the table in 
front of him. The courtroom sat in 
paralyzed silence, until W. W. Pryor, 
of defense counsel leaped to his feet 
and told the court he had instructed 
Lynn to bring his pistol, as it might 
be needed in evidence. — 

Judge Matthews was flushed and 
angry. He leaned forward and 
fiercely announced that Lynn had no 
right to carry a gun under any cir- 
cumstances. After hesitating a while 
he sentenced Lynn to ninety days in 
jail for contempt, in bringing the 
loaded pistol into the courtroom. 

Freeling opened for the state, and 
his appeal was eloquent. The case 
was built up by the introduction of 


.the witnesses already mentioned, but 


it was short, and the following day, 
May 22, the state suddenly rested. 

Lynn’s lawyers began their defense 
by attempting an attack on Tilgh- 
man’s record. Judge Matthews was 
exceedingly caustic as he ruled out this 
line of testimony. He barred every 
single witness which the defense at- 
tempted to introduce at the night ses- 
sion. 


Describes Murder. 


The next day Deputy Sheriff Con 
Kiersey, of Carter county, «took the 
Stand and swore that he had heard 
the dead man threaten Lynn’s life. 
Following him, the defendant him- 
self appeared in the chair, to battle 
for his own life. For fifty minutes 
he occupied it and described the mur- 
der in detail. 7 

The courtroom sat in tense silence, 
hanging on his words as he showed 
how he shoved Tilghman’s gun aside 
and fired. This was gun-play of a 
high order—the killing of a master of 
the weapon, and the spectators were 
well qualified to appreciate it. It was 
a tensely dramatic scene. Lynn told 
how the fact that his right hand was 
partly crippled forced him to shoot 
with his left. In answer to a ques- 
tion, he gave his age as 36. 

The legal battle went on. 
Lutke figured prominently = in 
case, as the prosecutors, scathingly 
denounced her reputation. The de- 
fense rested May 24 and the next 
day was given over to summing up. 


Rose

Lynn entered the courtroom laugh- 
ing that day and sat unmoved, even 
when Mrs. Tilghman collapsed with a 
wail of, “O, Bill!’ as«Freeling sum- 
med up. 


The jury reported its verdict next

day. He was calm as ever, when the 
foreman arose and announced: 

“Not guilty.” 

As soon as the jury was dismissed, 
he walked out into the corridor where 
friends promptly surrounded him_with 
wild congratulations. 


The following July Lynn filed an 
appeal in the contempt of court sen- 
tence, with the criminal court of ap- 
peals. This brought a statement from 
State Prohibition Director Meadows, 
saying he was no longer on the dry 
force, but had been off it for six 
months. 


He continued to figure in the public 
eye. He worked as a thresher in 
Marshall county and then went back

{o Holdenville, only to be arrested a 
little later, in a raid on Rose Lutke’s 
rooming house. He spent the night 
in the Wewoka city jail, but was re- 
leased on his promise to return and 
pay a fine. 

The fifteenth of September a war- 
rant charging him with riot was is- 
sued at Okemah, following a disturbe 
once in a hotel at Slick City. 


Rose’s Conversion. 

Then Rose Lutke got religion. A 
fiery evangelist compelled her to hit 
the saw-dust trail. She joined the 
church at Wewoka, just a week after 
another raid on her rooms had net- 
ted a jar of corn whisky. 

She and her husband, John, had 

hoth been arrested, and Rose had 
drawn a $500 fine and a six months’ 
jail sentence, which she had promptly 
appealed. 
But when: she got religion, the 
beauty of the oil fields withdrew her 
appeal and went to a cell willingly, 
on December 15. 


‘My attorney was sure I could win 
the appeal,” said Rose, ‘“‘but I would 
have to say I was not guilty. That 
was a-lie. I was guilty. I couldn't 
start out on the new road with a lie. 
So I said, ‘I’ll take my sentence and 
go to jail.’ That’s how come I’m 
here now.” 

She closed her rooming house and 
hung out a ‘For sale”’ sign. 

And from her cell in the Wewoka 
jail, where she is a prisoner today, 
she spoke the last word on the killing 
of Bill Tilghman. 

Declared Rose Lutke: 

“They said I was Wiley Lynn’s 
woman. I was not. Since I mar- 
ried John Lutke three years ago I 
have been as true to him as any 
e00d woman. 


“Il told the truth at Wylie Lynn’s 


trial. Sure I knew he and Bill Tilgh- 
man were gunning for each other. 
When they met they didn’t say a 


word, just started at each other. It 
was the first man with the trigger. 
Tilghman fired and missed. Wyley 
fired and hit. That’s all there was to 
it. I didn’t know they, were gunning 
for each other then, though. Do you 
think I’d gone along? Me with my 
own troubles with the law?”

You can no longer think of the 
book of Isaiah as only an ancient and 
somewhat obscure portion of the 
Scriptures after reading this volume 
by Dr. Jefferson. 


There is no writer on religious 
themes, so far as | know, who sur- 
Passes in clearness and freshness the 
author of this volume. We can catch 
something of the spirit of the writer 
in the following quotation: 


“Some of you are already saying, 
in a world like ours, crowded with 
fascinating personalities, why should 
we give our thought to a Jew who 
has been in his grave 2,600 years? 


“Here is my answer, Isaiah was a 
man. of genius, and, therefore, it is 
well worth while to get near him. 
And as for his living so many cen- 
turies ago, that is a great help in our 
Study of him. We cannot understand 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson. They are as yet too close 
to us. We cannot measure accurate- 
ly the stature of Lloyd George or 
Ramsay Macdonald. , The world must 
wait until they have been dead a hun- 
dred years.

Sunday Health Talks

RE women more nervous than 
men? 

First, what do you mean, 

nervous? Well, as_ nearly 
as 1 can find out, nervousness 
or “nerves” means that the 
individual is irritable, jumpy, excit- 
able, peevish, emotional, cranky, rest- 
less, flighty, queer, plaintive, crabbed, 
unhappy though unmarried, and 
everything. Let’s not play with so 
many jokers in the deck. Let’s not 
say “nervous” but just irritable. Now, 
then, are women more irritable than 
men? 

No, not to any noticeable extent, 
I'd say ofthand. But | am away off. 

Yes, they are more irritable than 

men, asserts a woman physiologist 
who has carried on special investiga- 
tions to arrive-at her conclusion. In 
the December issue of the American 
Journal of Physiology a report on the 
comparison of the irritability of men 
and women is made by Emily Wil- 
liams, of the University of Illinois. 
She found that the women college stu- 
dents kicked more than the men did. 

Williams used the knee-jerk reflex 
as the test of irritability. This is a 
test commonly employed by physi- 
Sicilians in making physical examina- 
tions. The subject sits with knees 

crossed or the operator supports the 
subject’s thigh with one hand so that 
the leg hangs freely, and the operator 
then strikes the patellar tendon, just 


below the knee, a sharp blow with the 
edge of his hand or a little hammer 
or the back of a small book. This 
Stimulus is carried along the sensory 
nerve to the spinal cord, and there re- 
flected along the motor nerve to the 
great extensor group of muscles, which 
by contracting, extend the leg with a 
kick. In applying this knee-jerk test, 
in order to derive any sound indica- 
tions from it, the conditions must be 
carefully controlled, the tap or stim- 
ulus uniform, the subject’s attention 
properly disengaged, and so on. Emily 
Williams conformed to these condi- 
tions in her investigation, and she 
found that the women kicked higher 
in response to the uniform stimulus 
than the men did; and that the knee- 
jerk was absent much more frequent- 
ly in the men than it was in the 
women. 

People often wonder and sometimes 
even ask why a doctor taps the tendon 
below the knee that way. Well, doc- 
tors employ this test mainly for the 
purpose of measuring the integrity of 
the spinal cord as a conductor of im- 
pulses, In certain diseases, injuries or 
degenerations the knee-jerk is absent; 
in others it is abnormally exaggerated. 
But that’s pathology, and this present 
column is about health. 

These observations by a scientific 
woman are of interest and | thought 
it might please a few old women to 
have this information. 


Interesting, certainly, but not con- 
vincing. How do we know the emo- 
tional anxiety all of the women may 
bave been under when the tests were 
made? Then, too, the very bad edu- 
cation which girls nearly everywhere 
still receive before they go to college 
may have a good deal to do with the 
high kicking of those Illinois univer- 
sity women. Who shall say that the 
men would not have kicked as high 
if boys were raised on the lydiapink- 
hamological plan? 

They Come and Go. 

What do you think of this!? I have 
had a callus with a corn in the center 
of it on my foot which has caused me 
much pain and trouble for ten years. 
I have used many nostrums, including 
the one you recommend, but nothing 
helped me. So 1 conceived the idea 
of rubbing it with—(unimportant to 
mention)—, as 1 had previously cured 
warts that way, and in six weeks time 
the callous and corn entirely disap- 
peared, leaving my foot as smooth as 
a pany ss.

Answer—True, animals lick their 
wounds and wash themselves witlt 
their saliva. But'although we are ani- 
mals in the biological sense, it 1s illog- 
ical to conclude from this that ani- 
mals have more sense than we have. 
They are more influenced by instincts, 
which we have learned to suppress or 
ignore. Corns and calluses come as a 
result of friction and pressure, and

they will return in every case if the 
friction or pressure continues, People 
who discard shoes altogether for a 
few weeks, say during an illness, find 
that their corns and calluses disap- 
pear, but the troubles return soon 
after the shoes are put on again. 
Warts have a mysterious way of com- 
ing and going, and this accounts for a 
thousand and one ‘‘cures.”’

Tongue-Tie Obsession. 

My baby was born tongue-tied and 
it has never been clipped. Will it hin- 
der him from talking if I never have 
it clipped? He is now 14 months of 
age. (Mrs. S. H. W.) 

Answer—The common expression 
“tongue-tied” as applied to a person 
with a speech impediment is only fig- 
urative. It is not rare to see a new- 
born child with an unusually short 
frenum or cord under the tongue, and 
occasionally this may interfere with 
nursing, but if the child can nurse or 
suck food from a nipple the trifle will 
never interfere with proper speech. 
No speech impediment or difficulty is 
caused by such a condition.

lf you happened to be waiking through the Sistine Chapel in Rome 
and casually glanced up at the ceiling you would unconsciously come to 
a halt, and your glance would become a stare, for before you would be 
some of the greatest murals Michelangelo ever painted. 


In the group of murals that form the decorations on the ceiling are 
four paintings, “The Credtion of Adam,” “The Creation of Eve.” “The 
Creation of the Sun and ihe Moon,” and “The Temptation and Expul- 
sion from the Garden of Eden.” ‘‘The Creation of Adam,” or ‘‘Creation 
of Man” as many prefer to call it, is universally regarded as the finest. 


To tell the story of the creation in pictures is a stupendous task 
which only one artist in the record of history has accomplished. The 
firure of Adam, just being brought to life by a touch of God’s hand, iS 
considered as nearly perfect a figure of the human form as has ever been 
painted. God and his heavenly body form a superb group, teaming with 
life and movement, vet handled with a delicate reverence. 


The artist was.commissioned by Pope Sixtus in 1508 to decorate the 
ceiling of the Chapel.

Sixtus replied, ar man, you are my choice to do the work.” 


A request froin the Pope in those days was the same as a demand, 
so the work was begun. He met with many difficulties. Shortly atter 
starting the arduous task he was confronted with insubordination on the 
part of his assistants, and as a result, it became necessary for him to do 
most of the work himself. Lying on his back on a high scaffold beneath 
the dreary vault and behind locked doors in order to elude the jealous 
curiosity of rivals. eating but little and scarcely @lecping, he plodded on. 


The artist. whose full name was Michelangelo Buonarroti, was born 
near Florence, Italy, in the year 1475. He was apprenticed at the age of 
thirteen io a master whose reputation almost equals his own—Domenico 
Ghirlandago. 

Angelo besides being a painter was a sculptor, engineer, architect 
and poet. He was to art what Shakespeare was to Iiterature—what 
Beethoven was to music. He stood alone in the field in pure creative 
ability. Titian, undoubtedly, knew more about color, but Anvelo Sur- 
passed them all in design.
